TEXAS HIGHWAYS 


There is to be an important amendment voted upon this 


month, July 28, to be exact, and .the proposed amendment au- 
thorizes the legislature to enact the necessary laws to give 
Texas a connected state Highway ' system built and maintained 
>y the state. Its adoption means that when the necessary legis- 
lation is provided a state' highway system of 15,000 to 18000 
miles will he taken over by the state as a state property and 
built and maintained at state expense by 'the state highway 
commission. It is said the state highway system will be more 
extensive than the present railroads of Texas. 


District engineer A. R. Losrh sayg that the federal government 


will assist in the construction of 12,500 miles of the proposed 
highway system, leaving about 5.000 miles to be built entirely 
at state expense: that the 12,500 miles of federal aid highways 
form the principle line of the .state highway system and are in 
themselves a complete system; that they serve 240 counties of 
Texas passing through 1,620 towns and cities; that more than 
halt of the Texas cities live within two miles of the federal aid 
road and that as far as the state is concerned the state and 
lederal highways will all be in one class— the only difference 
l-eing that on part of these the state assumes the entire burden 
of construction. 


The people of Texas are reminded that- 42 of the 48 states 
ve already provided for the construction and maintenance 


ot their state highway system as a separate function of their 
state government. Why not Texas? To quote 'the exact words 
of District Engineer Losb : 
' - 


"Texas with her vast expanse of territory, her versified 


interests, and with the possibility for expansion and develop- 
ment agriculturally and industrially in greater need- of high- 
ways than any other state. Texas is expanding industrially. 
Her population is concentrating in the industrial centers. This 
movement will increase'and to serve her population, the elastic 
transportation facilities afforded by highways are essential." 


Remember the date— July 23. Remember" that unless this 


amendment is adopted Texas will be denied federal aid in the 
Iniilding of state highways.' And remember something els*. 
Texans pay fifty millions of dollars of income tax -into the fed- 
eral treasury every year, to say nothing of millions paid in ad- 
ditional taxes to the federal government. '
